DISCOVERY 


That the EARL of 
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Did not Murder Himſelf : 
But was MURTHERED by Others, both by 


Undemiable Circumſtances and Poſitive Pools, 
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7 That the E. of E. Gi2 not murder Himſelf as the Inqueit declares : 
Appears, 

I. From tae umprobabilitics tnat ve ſao! 4 C do. 

1. Becauſe of that excelent Sedate and welk-compoſed natura! temper 
he was well known to be of, and free from ſuch Melancholy 2n4 Frenſfical 
Fits, wi:ich might incline and expoſe him to ſuch a Miſchief, whatever ma- 
liciouſly and faifly had been ſaid to the contrary. 

2. Becauſe of that Grace and Fear of God, he was fo eminently <r- 
cowed with, which would ſecure him from ſuch impicty. 

3. Bccauſe of that abborrency by Principle which he was well known 
to have of ſuch unnatural praQices ( whereof he could not fpeak withour 
Sreat crnotion of Spirit) whatever the better to colour the Murger, and fix 
it upon him; had been mo y\!l}anouly reported, and ſpread abroad to the 
contrary, | | 

4. Becauſe of the careſul Provifion he made tor his own preſervaticn, 
after he c:me into the 4 ener fearing the worſt, 1. By ſending for his own 
Silver Veſſel to drefs his Meat in by his own People, 2. By that ſtore of 
a1] ſorts of Wine, he had ordered to be laid.in for his own erinking, 
3- By the direction he had given to his Servant, totake Notes of my Lord 
RufſiPs Trya), that very day for his own uſe ; all ample indications he de- 
fianed \clf preſervation, not ſei!-deſiruction, | 

5. Becauſe 2s his Conſcience was clear from any Treaſonable Guilt, 
(whateycr to the contrary has been molt wickedly ſuggeſted ) ſo was he 
tree from either lecal Withefſes or Conviction, there being no Bill of In- 
ditment found againſt him, as againft others the day before, which migiit 
ſufficiently ſecure him {rom needleſs fears, or any ſuch deiperate courſe, 
tho hed his zeal and affeQion to his King, Country and Religion {whom 
he might apprehend to have been in Canger ] tranſported him to any ir: e- 
pularity, his Fathers, as wel] 2s fis own extraordinary Merits from the 
Crown, might well be ſuppoſed ( from fo grateful and compalſonate a 
Frince} would plcad his Pardon. and free him from ſuch Deſperation. 

6. B<cauſe of. that intire Love and Friendſhip he bore to his moſt dear 
Friend, the Lord. &, which both. in Honour and Conſcience, would _ 
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anJ deter from ſuch an Action, which muſt ſo neceNarily tend to the certein 
ruin and deſtruction of his beſt Friend, and which fel} out accordingly from 
the finifter conftruftion they made thereof, 

>. Becauſe of the previous notice given thereof in diverſe places, which 
to be fure he would never have done, had hk: defigned any ſuc) thing. 

2, From the Tmpoſſivilities that he could ſo do as the Þancf drflares., 

; . Becauſc it was impoſſible that he at one cut ( as the \ erdict ſaith ) 
could cut 4 Inches in depth, and S inlength, becauſe none can manage: his 
hand to guide a Razor ſo to co at once. zz, From the teit-fide of the necks 
Lone. to the right. | 

2, Becauſe it is impoſſible that with that French Razor, which was but 
4 Inches anc a hall long, a:d without a Tongue (neccfitating to take 2 1n- 
hes and a helf at leaſt in his Hand ) that he could with 2 Lnches of ſuch an 
Iaitrement cut 4 cr 5 Inches in depth, and 8 or 9 in length. 

3. Becauſe it is impollitle in Nature, that whenhe had cut the left Jugu- 
lar anc Wird-pipe to the Neck-bone., which let out fo & uch of the blood 
ang vitais, trat he could have neither life or ſtrength to proceed to gut 
ne Other allo, 2s all sKilful Chyrurgeons and Anatoraits can demon- 
itrate. 

4. Becauſe it was utterly; impoſſible, that aftcr he had lockt himſelf in- 
co the Cloſet, he could ſo cut his Throat as it was, and then open the 
Cloſet-decor, and fling the bloody Razor out of the Chamber-window, 
at fuch a Ciltance from the Cloſet, and then get the Razor up ag, 
and KECeP it in tis hand (as ſome) or fling it by him (as others) and all this 
after he was Cead, for he inſtantly died ſaith the Inqueſt, and none but 
nimſelf in the Room ſay their Witnefſes, therefore it was impoſſible he 
could with that Razor fo Murder himfſclf. And that the bloody Razor 
was flung out of the Chamber- window, is made good by no leſs than ten 
Witneſles: | 

Thus have-you fome Grounes and Reaſons ( from the improvability 
and impoſzvility of the thing ) to clear his innocency from the horrid 
Fact ſoimpudently charged vpon him,and conſequentiy the puilt of others, 
aid which may be ſuffi tent toall wiſe Men to dere@t the Murder, and in- 
ſoicc a review, #{.no other evidence covld be produced: ten-fold lefs, has 
Gone it, in other Caſes, 4 being ſo diftcult. many times to get light, and
